Vacation travel is tightly or­ 
ganized by the state and prefer­ 
ence is given to the best work­ 
ers or most loyal party support­ 
ers. Private travel is virtually im­ 
possible. 


Resides, most spare beds in va­ 
cation areas are requisitioned by 
trade unions or the official travel 
organization. Priority at camping 
sites is given to youth groups or 
other mass organizations. Inhabit­ 
ants of resort areas are allowed 
to put up only their nearest rela­ 
tives. 


Most vacations are organized by 
the Trade Union Federation. But 
it has only 1,260,000 “ vacation 
checks” to give out for the whole 
year to its 6,300,000 members.

The federation owns 400 vaca­ 
tion hostels and rents another 812. 
It has requisitioned 30,000 rooms 
in private hou.ses.

■XOR THE FIRST three years of their 
marriage, Patricia and Larry Ford, 
of Columbus, Ohio, lived under a con­ 
tinual strain. 
They wanted very much to start raising a fam­ 
ily. But Patty—blonde, blue-eyed, and ordinarily 
a cheerfully bubbling young woman—had en­ 
dometriosis, a common disease of the uterus 
which prevents reproduction. Month after frus­ 
trating month she waited, aware that the longer 
the ailment persisted, the less were her chances 
of ever achieving motherhood. 
Patty’s doctors tried surgery, but it didn’t help. 
Then she went through a long series of examina­ 
tions and tests—none of which had positive re­ 
sults. “I was tired of going around in circles,” 
Patty recalled the other day. “Visiting my doctor 
was a nightmare. And at my bridge club, all my 
friends had babies, and that’s all they talked 
about. I grew irritable and despondent and quit 
the club because I felt left out. 
“At 30, I knew my chances were getting slim­ 
mer. Larry and I thought of adoption. Once I 
heard of a baby that we might get, and we were 
seriously tempted—but instead I told another 
couple about it. You see, we still had hopes.’’ 
Then one day Patty read in a newspaper that 
a prominent professor of obstetrics and gyne­ 
cology at Ohio State University Medical School 
had received a grant for a special research pro­ 
ject involving infertility. Patty went to see him. 
The doctor told her he was clinically testing a 
new hormone pill, dydrogesterone. Did she want 
to try it? Patty jumped at the opportunity. 
“It was my last resort,” she says. “There 
seemed nothing left for me to do.” 
For four months, Patty took the hormone pill. 
During the fifth month she became pregnant. 
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Once childless, M argerite and Larry 
Oates noiv have two sons, David and Scott.

“When my obstetrician confirmed the news, we 
went kind of wild,” Patty says. “It was my 
Christmas present to the baby’s grandparents. 
Larry and I celebrated by going dining and danc­ 
ing. Of course, I thanked my doctor and told him, 
‘You did the impossible,’ but he merely grinned. 
“When we had Randy—our baby—I felt there 
was a completion in our marriage that wasn’t 
there before. He is such a joy to us. And you 
know—I joined the bridge club again. I love to 
talk about babies now.’’ 
In July, Patty will have another child. This 
pregnancy came with no delay, but she is taking 
the pills to be sure she will retain the baby. 
In another section of Columbus, pert, pretty, 
dark-eyed Mrs. Margerite (Peggy) Oates—a 
former Miss Ohio—also had gone through a pe­ 
riod of despair, convinced she would never have 
a baby. Peggy, too, had endometriosis. A year 
after her marriage, an ovary had to be removed. 
“I felt panicky,’’ she says. “Life had no mean­ 
ing without children.’’ 


Another S ucc« m Story 


Like Patty, Peggy became part of the profes­ 
sor’s project at University Hospital and took 
the dydrogesterone pills. Peggy’s mother had 
some qualms about her using a new drug because 
of the furor over thalidomide, which had caused 
tragic birth deformities. But Peggy, who is a 
nurse (her husband is a medical student), had 
complete confidence in her obstetrician. 
“I was eager,’’ she says, “to do anything 
which offered a ray of promise.’’ 
In January, 1962, Peggy gave birth to a 
healthy, bouncing son, Scott. Last February she 
had a second baby, David. On a recent afternoon, 
as a husky little Scotty toddled around her living 
room, Peggy remarked: “When you produce 
something like this with a pill, anything is worth 
trying. I’ve been saved a lifetime of heartache.’’ 
Recently, the professor invited to lunch a group 
of patients who had taken the hormone pills suc­ 
cessfully. One woman in her mid-30s had been 
trying in vain to have a baby for nine years. 
Another had had six miscarriages. A third had 
had one child, then had gone for years without 
another pregnancy. 
Elsewhere in the nation, through other fertility 
drugs and techniques, prospects are brightening 
for women who have been denied motherhood. 
At least one out of 10 married couples in the U.S. 


have difficulty in having children. To these 8,000,- 
000 people, infertility is a baffiing and heart­ 
breaking deprivation. One of the most touching 
appeals a doctor hears is, “We want to have a 
child, but we’ve tried and failed. Please, can you 
help us?” 
Today, the good news is that, through ad­ 
vances of medical science and increasing knowl­ 
edge by doctors, one out of three couples (and 
even 50 percent of certain types) who seem to be 
“permanently” sterile can be guided toward a 
family enriched by a nursery. Medical author­ 
ities are emphatic about the progress being made. 
“Many conditions which couldn’t be corrected a 
few years ago now can be cured,” points out Dr. 
A. J. Sobrero, a New York infertility specialust. 
Hormone treatment probably is the major con­ 
tributor to this advance. A vast amount of in­ 
fertility is due to hormone deficiences, according 
to Dr. Jacoba C. de Neef, Ohio State University 
gynecologist. The new dydrogesterone pill, a syn­ 
thetic substitute for the female hormone pro­ 
gesterone, is being used to treat a broad range of 
menstrual disorders as well as to prevent mis­ 
carriages. After years of testing, it has been 
cleared by the Food and Drug Administration 
and made available to all doctors. In one series 
of tests with the drug. Dr. Matt H. Backer, Jr., of 
the St. Louis University School of Medicine, re­ 
ported that 78 percent of hitherto infertile pa­ 
tients maintained a successful pregnancy. 


A Drug for Normon« D«flci*iicy 


Another hormone drug, hydroxyprogesteron 
caproate, also has proved effective with about 
four out of five women who previously had had 
three or more consecutive miscarriages. For 
women who have a hormone deficiency, such 
drugs provide a suitable “nest” in which the 
embryo can grow if conception occurs. 
Other drugs such as cortisone can stimulate 
defective ovaries. And when Fallopian-tube sur­ 
gery is necessary, the operation is successful in 
at least half the cases, says Dr. John Rock, 
Harvard gynecologist. 
On the theory that some women have repeated 
miscarriages because they are allergic to their 
husbands, doctors at Tufts Medical School in Bos­ 
ton have grafted a small patch of skin from the 
husband to the wife’s arm. The idea is to “im­ 
munize” her against irritant substances within 
the husband. Results so far indicate that most 


of the women went on to have uneventful preg­ 
nancies. Some who haii miscarrieil as many a.s 
eight times delivered normal babies. 
To help the childles.H, a dm tor must first get at 
the causes, of which there is a bewildering va­ 
riety. A w'ife may be unable to conceive becau.se 
of a disease, faulty development of reproductive 
organs, failure of endocrine glands tt» function, 
a defect in the nervous system, or a chronic in­ 
fection. Fatigue, poor diet, lack of exerci.se, and 
overweight also can be responsible. 
But in at least one-third of the cases, infertil­ 
ity is due to some obstruction in the Fallopian 
tubes. The blockage may be caused by infection 
or a noncancerous growth in the womb’s wall. 
This is where surgery helps. 


M«n May Ba at Fault, Too 


But wives are not entirely at fault. In two out 
of five cases, lack of an heir can be traced to the 
husband. Male sterility may lie the afterm ath of 
mumps as an adult or it might result from an 
injury, exce.ssive drinking, or a di.sea.se like un- 
dulant fever. Sometimes it may stem from a 
man’s job— an X-ray technician, for instance. 
Can the roots of infertility be purely psy­ 
chological? Many medical authorities contend 
that emotional confiicts— fear of childbirth, p<a»r 
adjustment to marriage, a feud with in-laws 
can 
interfere with reproductive proce.sses by causing 
spasms of the Fallopian tubes. Nervous tension 
can clog the tubes as one’s throat chokes up d ur­ 
ing an emotional crisis. 
Psychiatrists often have encountered infertile 
women who became pregnant once their emotii.nal 
barriers were removed. The mere decision to .se**k 
medical help may improve a couple’s chances. At 
the Duke University fertility clfnic, as well as 
at the Yale clinic, it was found that a great many 
“infertile” women became pregnant shortly after 
their first visit. Since medical treatm ent would 
not have been effective so soon, this seems to ls*ar 
out the psychological factor. Dr. Alan E. (iut- 
macher, the distinguished New York obstetrician 
and gynecologist, .says: “ Apparently medical a t­ 
tention reduces anxiety and creates a favorable, 
relaxed atmosphere for conception.” 
W hatever the underlying cau.ses, they must be 
pinpointed before a suitable remedy can be rec­ 
ommended. Like a detective, the doi.tor has to 
solve the mystery, first determining the degree 
of infertility and then uncovering the reasons

7. Punch down dough with fist; pull edges 
in to center and turn dough completely 
over in bowl. Cover and let rise again un­ 
til nearly doubled. 


8. Again punch down dough and turn out 
onto a lightly floured surface. Allow to rest 
5 to 10 min. 


9. Meanwhile, mix the remaining ingredi­ 
ents together. 
10. Divide dough into halves; roll each 
h alf into a rectangle 20x9 in. Brush with 
melted butter or margarine. Spread one- 
half of the pineapple mixture evenly over 
each surface. Starting with the long side 
of dough, roll up and press long edges to 
seal. Flatten rolls slightly. 


11. Cut lengthwise through center, divid­ 
ing rolls into two 20-in. strips. Starting 
at the center of a lightly greased baking 
sheet, loosely coil one strip into a spiral, 
keeping cut edge up. Jo in second strip to 
first and continue coiling the dough to 
make a 9-in. round coffee cake. Using a 
second baking sheet, repeat for second 
coffee cake. 


!2. Cover each with waxed paper and a 
towel and let rise until doubled in bulk, 
about 30 min. 


13. Bake at 350°F about 30 min., or until 
lightly browned. Remove to cooling racks 
and while still warm, drizzle with Confec­ 
tioners' Sugar Icing.

almost blasé about taking the coveted Masters 
in Augusta, Ga., this spring.

A bout th e j>er.sonaI ones— w ell, th a t’.s d iffe re n t. W hen he 
recalls .strid in g tow-ard th e clubhou.se a fte r clin c h in g A u­ 
g u s ta ’s symtKilic g reen ja c k e t, em otion ja rs h is usually 
even voice. 
"I saw D ad in th e crow-d,” he says. “ H e had follow ed m e 
th e w hole round and liMiked ju s t fine. I gue.ss I g o t as b ig a 
kick o u t of th a t as I did o u t of w in n in g .” 
It w a sn ’t e v id en t to th e g allery or th e telev isio n au d ien ce 
th a t day, but m ore th a n ju s t b n irn a m e n t p re ssu re had 
w eighed on you n g N ick lau s as he w ent a fte r th e first leg 
of every p ro g o lfe r’s d ream , th e g ra n d slam — v ic to rie s in 
th e M asters, th e U. S. O pen (in w'hich Jack is an odds-on 
fa v ttrite next w e e k ), th e B ritish O pen, and th e PG A . 
F o r one th in g , in a m odest two-bedrtM im hom e in th e 
A rlin g to n .section of C olum bus, O hio, Ja c k ’s a ttra c tiv e 
blonde w ife, B a rb a ra , w as ex p ectin g th e ir sectm d child 
any day. 
“ W e had to have th e dtK-tor help m e plan my g o lf sch ed ­ 
ule th is s p rin g ,” Jack says, “T h e re w as a sp o t rig h t a f te r 
th e »Masters w hen he figured B a rb a ra could d eliv er, so 1 
planned ttt tak e off fn»m th e c irc u it th en to be w ith her. 
W hen 1 le ft f»»r A u g u sta , th e d<x-tor told m e not to w o rry — 
hu t, of coiir.se, you can nev er te ll.” W ith th a t a fte rth o u g h t. 
N icklaus concedes th a t even his renow ned pow ers of f a ir ­ 
way c o n c e n tra tio n can be h a u n te d by p erso n al problem s. 
A dded to th is doubt w as th e in sisten ce of J a c k ’s fa th e r, 
L. C h arles N icklaus. on follow ing his .son’s fo rtu n e s over 
th e A u g u sta links. alth<»ugh only a few m o n th s l>efore he 
iiad su ffered a .serious illness. In th e late ro u n d s of th e 
M asters, how ever, ('b a rle y N icklaus cam e on as stro n g as 
his hull-like son and finished beside Jack a t th e a w a rd s 
p re se n ta tio n . “ Dad alw ays h as been a t th e big ones w ith 
m e," -lack says, " b u t I had w ondered if he o u g h t to try 
to m ake th is o n e.” 
To m ake th e en d in g a th o ro u g h ly happy one, both re ­ 
tu rn e d to C olum bus in tim e fo r th e on-dot d eliv ery of the 


n ew est N icklaus, S teve, w ho jo in s Ja c k ie , a 19-m onth-old 
m irro r o f h is fa th e r ’s vivid blue eyes and ru sty red com ­ 
plexion. in th e close-knit N icklaus clan. 
F rom th e b e g in n in g , th e N icklaus sto ry h a s been a 
fam ily one, and, a p p ro p ria te ly , it is b e st told by sen io r 
m em ber C h arley N icklaus, te n n is cham p, sev en -h an d icap 
g o lfer, and college an d pro football p lay er. H e u su ally picks 
it up by re fe rrin g to a n o th e r bad tim e he ex p erien ced m ore 
th a n 10 y e a rs ago. 
“ I broke a bone in m y ankle, and th e doctors to ld me to 
w alk on .soft g ro u n d a t first. I m issed p lay in g sp o rts, so I 
decided to do m y w 'alking on a g olf course. I took Jack 
along. H e had played a lot of sp o rts a n d w as good a t them 
all, b u t th is w as h is first ex p o su re to golf. T he p ro a t Scioto 
C o u n try C lub, Ja c k G ro u t, took a look a t Ja c k ’s sw in g and 
said to m e, ‘I’d like to teach th a t boy b efo re anybcxly else 
g ets hold of h im .’ " 
On th e first n in e holes he played. Ja c k sh o t a 51. T h e 
follow ing y e a r he w as sh o o tin g in th e low 80s, and at 13 
had broken 70 o ver S cio to ’s 7,000-yard layout. N icklaus 
acknow ledges G ro u t’s tra in in g as a decisive fa c to r in his 
play ( “T h e only th in g I picked up fro m my d a d ,” he .says, 
"w as my o v erlap p in g g rip .” ), and w hen in M iam i, w here 
G ro u t is now a pro, he still co n su lts him . 
N 


'o b o d y PR A t'TK 'ED MORE th a n J a c k ,” C h arley N icklaus 
_ 
says. “ H e’d play 36 holes a day, th en h it 500 or 600 
balls. H e w as alw ays callin g up G ro u t, a sk in g him qu es­ 
tio n s,” N icklaus, p ro p rie to r of a ch ain o f C olum bus d ru g ­ 
s to re s, b u ilt a d riv in g ra n g e in th e b asem en t fo r Ja c k ’s 
w in te r p ra c tic e and sixm had to s ta r t a tro p h y room as 
th e boy piled up a m a te u r ch am p io n sh ip s, in clu d in g th e 
N atio n al A m a te u r tw ice. 
E ven as a y o u n g ste r, N icklaus displayed th e d e lib e ra te 
coolness th a t di.stin g u ish es hi.s play to d ay . O nly once di>es 
his fa th e r recall h is b eing ra ttle d . T h a t w-as in 1955 w hen 
Jack w as th e y o u n g e st p lay er in th e U.S. A m a te u r. H is 
boyh(M>d hero, B obby Jo n es, golfdom ’s only g ra n d slam m er, 
w as so impre.s.Hed by Ja c k ’s d riv e s th a t he decided to follow 
th e youth. 
“ W hen Jack learn ed th is ,” say s ('h a rle y , “ he tossed 
and tu rn e d all n ig h t. T he next day Jo nes cam e up on 
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his cart when Jack was on the 11th and 
leadinK by one stroke. Jones stayed four 
holes, and Jack bogied three and double- 
boKied the other. By the time Jones real­ 
ized he was putting pressure on Jack and 
left, Jack was three down, and he lost.” 
On a $1,000 JayCee scholarship. Jack 
entered Ohio SUte University, turning 
down more handsome athletic scholarships 
because he felt the schools were more in­ 
terested in developing his muscle than in­ 
telligence. He needed only a few more 
credits for a degree when he decided to 
turn professional, but a university ad- 
mini.strator refused to allow him to con­ 
tinue school, saying he ‘‘didn’t need an 
education on a golf course.” 
You get an insight into the competitive­ 
ness beneath Nicklaus’ benign exterior 
when he discusses this disappointment. 
“ I’m going back for a degree as soon as 1 
have full PGA membership, say in five 
years or so,” he states emphatically. Why? 
After all, he will earn an estimated $200,- 
000 this year as golf star, and he admits 
a degree to him is “just a piece of paper.” 
The answer is in Nicklaus’ character: (1) 
he is a perfectionist who must finish every­ 
thing he .starts; (2) he considers the arbi­ 
trary decision to drop him from the uni­ 
versity an affront to him personally as 
well as to all athletes. “Imagine,” he says 
icily, “an educator telling somebody he 
doesn’t need an education— imagine V' 
As a freshman at the university. Jack 
met a home-town coed, Barbara Bash. By 
the time spring came, Barbara must have 
had a good idea that this was the Big 
Romance because she took golf as a physi- 
cal-education course, as Jack explains it, 
“just to know what I was doing.” 
When discussing his own game. Nick­ 


laus usually is vague. But he can recite 
almost every stroke Barbara took; “The 
girls practiced in the gym for most of the 
class, but as a final exam they went out on 
a course and played five holes. Barbara 
was only two over par her first time out, 
and she quit right then. Said she knew 
enough—and that was it!” 
Recently Barbara has taken to the links 
again with her husband, and Jack then fore­ 
goes his maddeningly slow brand of golf 
“just to have fun.” But the couple spends 
much more time revising an architect’s 
plans for a sprawling five-bedroom cedar- 
and-stone home to be built very near the 
local golf course. It will have a trophy 
room and inclosed formal garden—but no 
driving range. “1 divorce myself from golf 
when I come home.” says Jack. 
E 


v e r y t h i n g appears on the way up for 
the Nicklaus family as the U. S. Open 
approaches. In his second year as a pro, 
Jack already is golf’s leading money win­ 
ner. He hopes both his wife and father 
will be on hand for the tourney at Brook­ 
line, Mass. Even his own recurrent illness, 
a trick hip. seems dormant. And best of all, 
Jack, who looks much heftier on a tv screen 
than in person, has found a doctor who 
confirms what he suspected all along. On 
a recent afternoon while en route to a fish­ 
ing date with his dad. Jack came charging 
home, calling U) Barbara: 
“The doctor just told me I’m the right 
weight for my build—about 205, and the 
waist is only 35 inches! Says if I diet down 
too much. I’d lose stamina. I.«t’s have 
lunch! I’m starved!” 
That boyish upstart from Columbus 
just can’t go wrong. He can’t even eat him- 
.self out of championships.
